Emergency treatment was administered by Dr. 
Davis at Roby and the surgeon and Sheriff Lam­ 
bert of Roby drove the injured man to the Stam­ 
ford hospital, where Doctors Bunkley, Southard 
and Hudson made the x-ray examination. 
The Stamford surgeons were joined earl' 
Thursday morning by Dr. Q. B. Lee of this city, 
who left Wichita Falls on call on the 12:30 train 
over the Wichita Valley. 
The first information of the accident reached 
Wichita Falls early Wednesday evening thru a 
long distance telephone call to the Record News 
from Homer D. Wade of Stamford, who had just 
been informed of the accident. It was more than 
two hours later that thfe injured man reached the 
hospital.—Wichita Falls Record-News.

hand corner of the side of the enve'- 
ope, label or tag bearing the addres­ 
see’s nam e and address. 
It is also highly desirable that 
th ere be inclosed in every parcel of 
fourth class m atter a card or label 
bearing the written or printed ad­ 
dress of the sender and the addressee, 
so th a t in case such nam es and ad 
dresses appearing on the outside be 
destroyed or lost the delivery of the 
parcel or its re tu rn to the sender may 
nevertheless be effected.

CAN CURE DISEASES I URGE STUDYING OF 
OF SWEET POTATO OUR CONSTITUTION 


There are some diseases of sweet 
potatoes which are doing considera­ 
b le damage to the potatoes in th3! 
held and while in the storage houses. 
The worst of these is the black rot 
which is being scattered over tho 
state by infected slips and unless po­ 
tatoes are carefully selected and c r e ­ 
ated, it will become worse from year 
to year. 
Black rot ie usually carrleJ 
from the reed bed co the field by 
infected slips. 
From the field it is 
brought to the storage houses, when 
It may spread and from there it 's 
taker, back to the seed bed unless th * 
potatoes are selectee! and created. 
For these reasons all growers of 
slips, whether /o r home use or for 
commercial purposes are urged to use 
the following method in order to 
grow good healthy slips. 
Before bedding, be sure to care­ 
fully select the seen potatoes and 
d i s c a r d all that show any black spots 
or other signs of diseases. 
Then dip 
all Cl the sound potatoes for ten 
minutes in a solution containing one 
ounce of bichloride of mercury (cor­ 
rosive sublimate) to eight gallons ct 
water. 
This solution will kill the 
<■ seasv* germs on the surface of the 
potatoes, but can not reach those 
which have already gone through the 
skin and hence it is very important 
to ss lect the potatoes carefully be 
Tor -' being dipped. 
The dipping can h« easily done m 
a .-hallow eat or in barrels or I I • 
barrels. 
Wooden vessels should be 
used as the bichloride of mercury 
corrosive to meta!. 
This solution * 
poisonous and should not bo let’» 
where livestock or children can havt 
ac ess to it. 
* 
A handy way to do this dipping is 
to place the potatoes in bushel bas­ 
kets and then immerse them in the 
solution for ten minutes. 
They are 
then ready to be placed directly in 
the seed bed, after me solution has 
drained off. 
While they are being 
bedded another lot can be dipped. 
T his method is very simple and ex­ 
trem ely important to keep down se­ 
rious diseases. 


National government officials are

League of New York looking to the 
passage of laws by jorty-four states 
requiring that a study of the con­ 
stitution of the United States be re­ 
quired of students in all schools.

The following instructions a^id ad­ 
vice is sent out by a poultry expert 
of the Extension Service of A. & M. 
College. 
As the spring chickep-rais- 
ing season is approaching, we repro­ 
duce it for the information c)f our 
interested poultry subscribers: j 
The one great trouble in artificial 
incubation is chicks dying in the 
shell. 
Of all poor hatches, the larg­ 
est number are due to dead chicks 
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in the shell at hatching time. 
The hatching time is the most crit­ 
ical. 
At this time it is necessary 
to have plenty of heat and moisture. 
Heat is necessary to get the chicks 
out quickly, and moisture to keep 
them from drying to the shell. 
A 
temperature of 104 to 105 at hatch 
ing time is not injurious; 
but above 
105 degrees is too much. 
The mois­ 
ture at this time is very important. 
It is well to add extra moisture at 
hatching time by sprinkling. 
We 
sprinkle the eggs, when about four 
or five are pipped, by taking the eggs 
with water the same temperature of 
the eggs (103 degrees), trays out 
and sprinkling the eggs liberally. 
At hatching time, tne inside of the 
incubator should show some mois­ 
ture. 
In case of glass door incuba­ 
tors, drops of water should form on 
the inside of the door. 
If this is not 
the case, there is not sufficient mois­ 
ture in the machine. 
We recommend, if possible, flood­ 
ing the incubator room once a day, 
during the entire period of incuba­ 
tion much moisture in the incubator 
room; 
but it is easily possible to get 
too much inside of the incubator, 
especially if it is added before hatch 
ing time. 
Sometimes if the hatch is delayed 
and appears dry we place one medium 
sized sponge, for every 75 eggs, soak­ 
ed in scalding hot water under the 
egg tray, or if necessary on the tray. 
This sometimes helps bring them out 
quicker. 
The quicker they hatch, the better 
the hatch. 
A long drawn out hatch 
as a rule is a poor hatch. 
A very uneven temperature will 
cause chicks to die in the shell. 
If the chicks appear very moist 
and flabby and with yolks only par­ 
tially absorbed, it is because of too 
much moisture and may be prevented 
by increasing the ventilation and de­ 
creasing the moisture provided, i ! 
any. 
This condition does not often 
exist, unless moisture has been added 
regularly during the hatching period. 
If thp chicks appear small and 
some are seen with pieces of shell 
dried on the down ana the shell mem­ 
branes very tough ana leathery, it is 
because of too little moisture. 
In Texas, so-called non-moisture 
machines give bettei results it mois­ 
ture is added at hatching time 
This 
is especially true in West, Northwest 
Texas and Oklahoma. 
Weak breeding stock produces egg* 
with weak germs and chicks many 
of which will die in the incubator. 
We have also found that closely 
yarded breeding stock will produce 
eggs many of which will bf found 
with dead chicks in the shell 
Chilling the eggs before incubation 
sometimes is responsible for dead 
chicks in the shell st hatching time. 
Hatching eggs shipped any great 
distance, and receiving rough hand 
ling in transit are often responsible 
for dead chicks in the shell at hatch­ 
ing time. 
As a general rule it is wise to add 
moisture to the incubator at hatch­ 
ing time. 
Experiments indicate that 
it will prevent many chicks from dy 
ing in the shell. 
Another common cause of dead 
chicks in the shell at hatching time 
is a lack of fresh air in the incubator 
room. 
We have noticed that incuba­ 
tors operated in storm cellars are fro 
quently responsible ror mal 
dead 
chicks in the shell at hatching time. 
A storm cellar is a very poor place in 
which to operate an incubator be­ 
cause no provision for ventilation has 
been made. 
Uneven temperature in the incub 1- 
tor is another cause, which may he 
remedied by turning the eggs twice 
a day and shoveling the eggs around 
on the tray. 
Hatching eggs produced by hens 
fed exclusively on oyster shell some­ 
times are so hard and thick raanv 
chicks die in V 
shell because they 
can not break it. 
This can well be 
noticed by the way white shelled and 
brown shelled eggs hatch. The brown 
shelled eggs, partially on account of 
the thicker shells, do not hatch as 
well, as a general rule, as the mors 
thin white shelled egis. 
Sometimes the ventilators are for­ 
gotten and not opened or kepr “plug­ 
ged.” 
This has a tendency to cause 
many dead chicks. 
One of the best ways of addinc 
where moisture is to be supplied reg­ 
ularly, is by placing a shallow sand 


t r a y beneath the egg tray. without 
obstructing the ventilator holes that 
may be in the bottom of the ma­ 
chine. 
Old eggs seldom produce strong, 
healthv chicks at hatching time. 
Do 
not force breeding stock fo 
abnor­ 
mal egg production. 
Pullet eggs are sometimes rn small 
that the chick can not dove1 ■ 
prop­ 
erly and hatch, hence many 
f them 
will he found with dead chicks a* 
hatching time.
